" EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, Jan. 11, 


Gentlemen ofthe senate and house of del- 


egates:—A crisis ia upon us. The results 
of recent reverses to onr arms at Mill 
Springs, Fort Henry and Boanoke Island, 
appeal in the strongest terms to oar'patri- 
otism, aud demand an exhibition of all our 
energies, an uncompromising spirit, and 
stern and determined resolution. 


The exigencies of the timea are not duly 


appreciated by many of our people; the 
dangers which environ us are too-lightly es- 
timated. 
We must sea aud feel their in- 


convenience before we can be aroused to 
that action which ia necessary to save us 
from alarming ills and to avert evils which 
threaten our existence, our peace and our 


GOOD 
organization as a government. The results 


XWVSL* 
referred to should be sufficient to arouse tba 
C A P Pe,°Pleofthe Confederacy, to stimulate and 


call into action all our energies, physical 
and intellectual. 


It cannot but be apparent to* every mind 


that the object of our enemies ia to cut off 
onr southern connections by railroad and 
otherwise, and to defeat the transportation 
ot troops from one point to another with 
certainty and celerity, as our necessities 
may demand. This reault accomplished 
and one great step will have been taken to- 
wards their success and our subjugation. 


It becomes us, therefore, to perfect onr 


organization and bring into active use all 
our strength, to defeat the designs of a wily 
and unscrupulous foe, whose march has 
been marked by brutality, bloodshed and 
plunder. 
Every citizen of Richmond ought 


to feel and know that the possession of 'this 
city 1.3 an object of the most earnest and 
anxious desire on the part of our enemies. 
Its mechanical and manufacturing interests 
are doing so ranch to uphold southern con- 
adence, that the loss, to us, would be well 
nigh irreparable.

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^ FORT DokiLsbsr, Feb. 17. 


The reduction of Fort Henry/ and the 


invaluable benefits accruing to the- federal 
cauie thereby, are more than eclipsed by 
the brilliant success that has crowned our 
arms after 'the 'protracted struggle before 
the fortifications of Donelaon. Passing 
over all the preliminaries of this thfte day's 
battle, which have already been furnished 
you by telegraph, with the general-features 
of the engagement/I will attempt a more 
detailed narrative/based wholly ;upon per 
sonal observations in the midst of the con- 
test. Let me premise that a harder fought 
battle was never fought "on this continent, 
nor one in which tho 'sacrifice of human 
life was so. great. The investment and re- 
duction of a fortified' camp, covering four. 
or five square miles in extent ; garrisoned 
by a force of at least twenty- five thousand 
chosen men, commanded by the ablest gen- 
erals of ft nation ; armed 'and disciplined 
in nil the appliances of modern warfare, is 
is no small undertaking. A glance at tho 
encampment that surrounded the rebel .fort 
below Dover, on Wednesday -lost, "would 
have appalled the stoutest heart- in com- 
mand of a forco sent .to take it, /With re- 
doubts, rifle.pits, and. breastworks 'thrown 
up upon commanding blulid hundreds of 
feet,in .height, commanding all tho ^ a p - 
proaches, .which were only through deep 
ravines and up steep slopes covered with 
thick abatis, the place at. lira! view, .would 
be pronounced impregnable against any 
force that could be .brought to attack it. 
Yet,' with less than forty thousand, Gen. 
Grant approached this formidable position, 
and on Wednesday commenced its assault 
by driving in tho pickets and securing jv 
foothold within reach of the .enemy's out- 
works. The afternoon of that day was oc- 
cupied mainly in reconnoiteriug and gain-. 
ing information of the topography of the 
country and the position and strength of 
the enemy's .works, On' 'Thursday "room- 
ing tho investment was commenced. Gen. 
McCleruand commanding the first division 
of the army, composed of Colonels Me Ar- 
thur's, Oglesby's, and Wallace's brigades, 
taking tho right wing aud moving uwiiy to 
encompass the left of the enemy's position, 
The ground -was exceedingly Drugged and 
broken in this direction, dud covered com- 
pletely over with a thick growth of scrub 
oak. Gen. Sinitb/coiuimuidirig tho second 
division, took tiib loft, tho extreme left of 
his column resting upon a ravine that was 
impassable, and prevented the exit of atiy 
force- beyond/his lines, though the point 
wna but directly in tbo rear of the fort itself. 
These movements led to several skirmishes 
though of no serious nature. They were 
covered by a' gallant cannonading by the 
gunboat C'arondelet, the.ouly one that had 
arrived. This vessel threw, during tho ac- 
tion she was compelled to sustain thua sin- 
gle-handed, one hundred and thirty-eight 
rounds into tho enemy's works, and was 
fionally conipelled.to -withdraw, having re- 
ceived a shot from the cue my 'a 128-pound 
gun in her starboard bow, crippling her 
severely, and wounding seven men. She 
foil back but a short distance, however, and 
commenced repairs, which were so far com- 
pleted by the following morning rliat she 
was ouco more ready for autiou. - 


In tha meantime the divisions of Gens. 


Smith and McClernond, having advanced to 
desirable positions, though much cxpoied, 
rested for tho night. Tho night WIM in- 
Umaely cold, and was characterized by u 
most disagreeable storm of wind and snow. 
Yet no fires were permitted, and no touts 
pitched, men nud otlicura alike rolling them- 
selves up Q3 well us they could iuthoir blan- 
keia, and, after refreshing themselves with 
hard crackers mid cold water, hugged their 
arms and caught such rest ns they could. 
During the night tho Heat' of five gunboats, 
the St. Louie, Tyler, Conestogu, Louisville 
and Cincinnati, arrived, convoying n fleet of 
fifteen transports, loaded with reinforce- 
ments. The debarkation of these forces 
occupied the entire forenoon of tbut day, 
and their movement up to Hue in tho after- 
noon. They wore erected into a aeparato 
division under the command of Brig. Gon. 
Lewis Wallace, and wcro assigned to the 
centre of the column of investment, thu 
right wing, in order to make room for thorn, 
being pushed forward until its extreme 
right rested on the river bank of Dover.— 
To cover tbesa movements tho entire guu- 
boat fleet engaged the ouerny in front, lead- 
ing to a most severe and heavy cannonading 
in which two of the boats were badly dam- 
aged and a number of casualties occurred. 
The particulars of this atluir, which L did 
not witness, have already been sent you, 
and I therefore forbear repetition. 
• 


Another night tho forces slept on their 


arms in the face of the enemy, withnio pro- 
tection from the chilling air biit.tti&r blan- 
kets, and no refreshments except whatUioir 
canteens and haversacks furnished. Gen. 
Grant had determined to maintain hia po- 
sition without fighting, if possible, until the 
gunboats could be repaired and put in read- 
iness to aid in the general assault ; but in 
this calculation he was mistaken, as tho re- 
sult proved. At the first dawn of day on 
Saturday morning, the enemy sallied out on 
their extreme leit — our right— and .com- 
menced a determined onslaught, with the 
evident intention of turning our right flank 
and opening a door of escape up the river. 
Tho assault was. matlo by Floyd's brigade, 
supported by a Tennessee and .Mississippi 
brigade, the whole under tho 'immediate 
command of Gen. Pillow. Our column of 
resistance was composed of the following 
brigades and.regiments, commoucingatthe 
right : Mo Arthur's brigade, consisting of 
tho 41st, 12th «nd 9th Illinois ; Ogleaby's 
brigade, the 8th', 18th, 29th, Slat and bOtb 
Illinois, flanked by thu 2d Illinois cavalry; 
and Col. Wallace's brigade, the lltb, 20th, 
45th and 48th Illinois, flanked by the 4th 
Illinois cavalry. Against this column the 
enemy's fire was opened with a vigor that 
was for a time alarming. But the men 
were soon on their feet aud prepared to 
meet it, and right nobly did thay return the 
6 re they received. Round after round was 
was sent back upon tho rebels, whoso ranks 
were constantly reinforced with fresh regi- 
ments, while our soldie'rs remained unre- 
lieved, , The thick growth of scrub-oak was 
cut' down like grass^y tho tremendous vol- 
leys, and the ground wn3' being rapidly 
strewn with tho dead and wounded. Gun. 
McClcrnard was appealed to for reinforce- 
merits, but his whole division was engaged 
and he had uono to send. Ho dispatched 
aid after aid to Gen. Grant's quarters beg- 
ging for reinforcements from other tlivin- 
ions, but Gen. Grant was not. on tho field, 
and no order for tho transfer of forces could 
be given. Requisitions for fresh supplies 
of ammunition were returned unhoubrcd for 
the Bame reason. .Yet that noble column 
held its position, and for three long hours 
received this galling, incessant fire without 
flinching. 
At last their cartridge-boxes 


grow light, and it. became apparent thnt 
thny must give way unless soon. relieved. 


In this emergency, Gen. McCIernnnd ap- 


pealed to Gen. Lew. Wallace, commanding 
the centre, who assumed the responsibility 
of ordering Craft's 'Kentucky brigade, of 
his division, to the relief of tho nearly ex- 
hausted column. The 25th Kentucky regi- 
ment, of the brigade, was ordered to form 
behind the 18th and 20tH Illinois regiments 
of Oglesby's brigade, and as those regi- 
ments were withdrawn by tho left flatilt to 
(all into their place. Tho Kentucky regi- 
ment marched up to its position at a double- 
quick, but had no sooner reached its posi- 
tions than U opened a deadly fire upon the 
vtry column .'U was sent to .relieve. With 
th» counUsioQ of this inexcusable blun- 


der the regiment broke and fled iirrcobfn- 
lipDT The regiments in front thus .doubly 
:weakened; and'most terribly cut up^'vcould 
no longer hold the ground, and were order- 
ed off. Thia left the forces atill further to 
the right without any support, and in im*. 
mineiit ^'danger of being surrounded and' 
cut to pieces. They had no other alterna- 
tive but to fall back, which they did in very 
good order, though closely pressed by the 
enemy. Col.'Wallace alone remained on' 
the field, a mere handful vof men 'against 
overwhelming numbers. The folly of keep- 
ing him there was apparent, and the order 
was given him to retire, and thus the entire 
right wing was. driven back, and the rebla 
held a position upon our flank and an open 
road of escape from their works.'''. :';''J 
. 


During this battle, a very brilliant artil- 


lery engagement was progressing' oh the 
ridge in front of the extreme 'left of'Gen. 
McClernands's position, where -Taylor's, 
McAlister's aud SclnyarUs's batteries were 
posted/together with'a battery of one Par- 
rot gun planted behind a hastily thrown up 
breastwork, the labor of tho previous night. 
These; several .batteries, i.pqu'red'bijfrightful" 
storm of shot, and shell into tho> enemy's 
works on the left, finally silencing all their 
iguns. But'with the discomfiture" of tho 
right wing it became necessary to withdraw 
all these batteries,' which was 'successfully: 
accomplished with all but Schwartze's, 
whose horses had been killed, and who was 
therefore .-obliged to abandon bis, guns, 
which were taken by the enemy, though sub- 
sequently recaptured. ,'t • -,-. . ' ; - . : • • „' ' 
-.• Gen. Wallace, on learning the position 
of' affairs on the right, fearing an immedi- 
ate flank movement, • changed .his front, 
forming a new line of battle, facing towards 
the .river, and. awaited the approach of the 
enemy.i-,Gen. McClernaii^ meanwhilegath- 
ered bis disorganized, forced,; and formed 
his Hue anew in tha rear of'Gen. Wallace. 
It, had been expected that Gen. Smith 
would tako advantage of the'severe fight- 
ing on the right to storm the enemy's works 
on tliu left, but in tho. nbaencB of any or- 
ders to that eD'ect, but on the contrary 'act- 
ing undt-r general orders to maintain his 
position.and act on tho defensive, ho could 
not avail himself of this favorable "oppor- 
tunity for action, and thus was made appa- 
rent another serious consequence of the in- 
excusable absence of Gen. Grant from the 
field.. 
. Ilowejarfatjab'outjrioon the Genecal com< 


madding arrived Von the ground,' and, no- 
ticing that tho rebels took no advantage of 
the position they had gained, ordered a aim- 
ultaneoas assault by both the right and 
left wings'.: Tho7'movements that' followed 
were of the most brilliant nature, and will 
ever reflect tha highest credit upon the fede- 
ral arms. Particularly distinguishable was 
tho assault of Gen. Smith upon the out 
works of tho enemy on the range of hills at 
their extreme left. These were only' ap- 
proached through a narrow nud deep valley 
and up a frightlul lull, covered with almost 
impassable abatis, in tho face of a gulling 
fire from the breastworks of the enemy 
above. The column of assault was com- 
E 


oaed of tho following regiments, formed 
i the order mentioned : 2nd Iowa ; 52d In- 


diatm; 14th Iowa; 12th Iowa; 7th Illi- 
nois. They wcro ordered to advance v/ith 
fixed bayonet, and without firing. . Right 
nobly did they obey tha command. 
< Not n 


man flinched as the fierce Htonn of leaden 
hail rained upon them, strewing the way 
with the bodies of dead and wounded. With 
great difficulty they picked their way thro' 
tht) fallen timber, scarcely able to retain, 
their footing on tha net andfllippery sleep 
but faltered not until close upou the works, 
when, for it single- moment, there scorned 
to be A slight disposition to quail. Obser- 
ving this in a uiouiont, Gen. Smith leaped 
from his horde, und, rushing to tho head of 
tho column, swung his sword high over bis 
head, shouting to hia met) to follow him. 
Every man rallied ou the instant, and with* 
a wild shout the works were gained, the 
General being the first to leap the walls, 
followed close by his brave soldiers, each 
regiment vying with its follow for the honor 
of being tho firss to enter. Tha determi- 
nation os this charge was irresistible, and 
tho enemy scattered in confusion and utter 
route, leaving ther strong hold in our pos- 
session. 
Nor was Gen. Smith satisfied 


with gaining tho works ; ho wns determin- 
ed to hold them ; and to make sure of it be 
slept that night on the ground jn the trech- 
ea with his men. 


When this assault was commenced on 


the left, Gen. Wallace, who had obtained 
the right by the discomfiture of Gen. Mc\ 
demand's division, advanced with .his 
force to retake the ground lost in that di- 
rection in the morning. With the guilanl 
eighth Missouri and eleventh Indiana at 
the head of his column, he struck out bold- 
ly into the thicket, scarcely knowing where 
or in how great numbers be should meet 
the foe. Defiling away to the right, BO as, 
if possible,, to get into their rear, he ad- 
vanced in ft circuitous route about two 
miles, when his,skirmishers came upon the 
rebel pickets. ''In a moment more the col- 
umn was deployed to the right and left in 
line of battle, and, still advancing, cumc 
upon the enemy's line, when the battle 
commenced in earnest. For an hour, with- 
out the slightest cessation, the roar of mus 
ketry continued, sweeping ' the ground 
around of underbrush and carrying death 
and mutilation to hundreds of brave men. 
It wax a moving fight. There was no halt- 
ing on Gen. Wallace's part, but steadily Ho 
advanced upon tho rebel line, drivihgjfnem 
back step after step toward their works, un- 
til at last, unable longer to withstand the 
frightful assault, they broke and fled into 
their intrenchments, .leaving the federal 
forces in full possession of the ground they 
had occupied in the morning. 


Thus tho battle stoood at the closb 'of 


the third day, tho approach of night pre- 
venting any further movement. A general 
assault along till the lines was ordered to 
be made on tho following morning at day- 
light, nud the wearied troops throw them- 
selves down upon the bare ground to catch 
n few hours' test and dream of fresh scenes 
of carnage and greater destruction of life 
on the morrow.

•The Sunday's sun rose, clear and beauti- 


ful. 
Tho chilly atmosphere of the few pre- 


vious days had given place to a more genial 
temperature. Birds sang gaily in the trees, 
and Deemed to laugh at tho passions of men 
that led to such scenes of strife and blood- 
shed, and only slumbered here to gather, 
fresh strength for greater feats of destruc- 
tion. And BO graceful and quiet was ail na- 
ture thnt it wns no marvel that the nrtny 
tarried at its slumbers and delayed to reiunv 
its work of desolation. But as the min' 
rose higher and tho astonished soldiers 
sprang to nrrns, surprised at their loag 
sleep, a white flag was seen floating from 
the .walls of the outermost redoubt of the 
rebel works. Amazed .ut such a tokenj 
Gen. Wallace sent a Qag of truce within to 
inquire its meaning, and soon an uncondi- 
tional surrender of the fort, its garrison 
and all tho public property was made, and 
our victorious column marched in with col- 
ors flying, their bands playing tho national 
nirs, and the men making bluff anaivur to 
bluff in one wild shout of exultation and 
delight. It was a glorious surprise tlnis to 
rflceive a surrender at tho very moment 
when R charge Tor death or victory-was to 
have been made, and the joy of tho raeri 
kimw no bounds. To Gen. Sraith's^brave 
column was awarded the distinction pf^firat 
entering the works/which they did irr.the 
order in which, their gallant charge was 
made oh the previpus^day/** Defiling down 
ths steep hill, in'tbe outworks upon which 
they baa encamped the'previous ni^ht, into 
the valley through, which .the mam road 


ran,-along through^he intermidable TOWS

UNIONISM IN RICHMOND— A SIGNIFICANT 


INOIDKNT.— In1 his last lecture before the 
Ladies' Aid Society of Indiauopolis, Dr. 
Fletcher related an incident of his impris- 
onment at Richmond, which is not, only in- 
teresting in itself, but wonderfully signifi- 
cant of tha subdued but strongly vital 
Union feeling in the capital of the rebel 
confederacy. At tho time of the occur- 
rence he was released on his parole to tuke 
charge oi tho prison hospital, and was 
taken by the rebel general m command to 
board tit his headquarters,. Hero he heard 
a purl and the prison saw another pait of 
the incident we alludo to. Two prisoners 
made their way past the guards one day, by 
some fitrattigem, and were not detected till 
they had got a considerable distance 
away. But as soon as they were discovered 
they wore pursued, and, being cramped by 
long confinement, were rapidly overtaken. 
Seeing that thfiy would ba caught, they 
dashed into the nearest house, a large, re- 
spectable looking residence, probably in- 
tending to run out into the street in the 
rear/and thus gain a little advantage over 
their pursuers. 


The guard ran up to the door and were 


met by the lady of the house, of whotn 
they demanded the two"fugitives. She said 
they were not in the house. They fished 
leave to come in and search; She refused 
it. They persisted and so did she. They 
wont off to headquarters for authority to 
broak into the house and arrest the lady.— 
Gen. Winder, tho commandant of the post, 
hesitated, and finally concluded that " it 
would not be best in the condition of Devlin y 
then existing in the city to venture OU'BO ir- 
ritating a step." This decision implies a 
very 'considerable respect for a very dan- 
gerous feeling in the city, and it confirms 
to the full all that has been reported 'of tho 
Union sentiment existing there. At least, 
so it was construed by*. the- officer of the 
baffled guard. At dinner that day ho was 
talking of the affair in ah excited manner, 
and said '* he believed that if a Union army 
should enter Richmond -ten thousand Union 
flags would be displayed in an hour.''—

affairs, every one possessing a spark of pat- 
riotism would suppose that northern pro- 
slavery sympathisers had hud enough to 
wean their affections from their eouiherti 
brethren. 
But it seems not. 
They are 


now anxious to pardon all offences of their 
dear friend?, and without punishment or 
sacrifice of any kind, receive them again 
in'.o an equal share i:i directing the affairs 
of the country. 


If ail this could be done by merely pass- 


ing resolutions, or making proclamations of 
amnesty, it might bo of easy perform- 
ance ; but there is one obstacle to this 
"kiss aud make up" proposition, which 
U attracting the 
attention of the peo- 


ple, that stands in the way of.ita easy 
fulfillment, aud that is the expenses of the 
war. 
Next June, the national debt will be

enormous debt has been caused by these 
rebels to whom our soft-hearted compromi- 
sers are so willing to be merciful.

The patriotic people of this country will 


scon, if they do not now, begin to think 
that the sacrifice of life on their part is as 
much as ought to fall to their portion, and 
that the rebels must pay the expenses of 
their rebellion, as all conquered rebels have 
been compelled to do in all ages. 
The 


people of Wisconsin will soon be brought 
to a realizing sense of what it costs to 
compel southern slave holders to obey the 
constitution and the laws.

after, pay at least $1,000,000 per annum, 
on this account, if there is no confiscation 
of rebel property. 


This being the fact, it will be well for 


those who propose armistices and peace-

There appears to be uo more feasible plan 


of compelling the rebels to pay the expenses 
of the war, than for congress to assume the 
position that the insurrectionary states and 
people have outlawed themselves, and lost 
all their rights. Their property should then 
be confiscated, and free territorial govern- 
ments instituted, to be governed by the 
President, nnder the direction of congress, 
in the same manner as our new territories. 


Another Aooount at tine Battle a.* Fort 
DonelNon.

FORT DOITELSOK, Feb. 17. 


The reduction of Fort Henry, and the 


invaluable benefits accruing to the federal 
cause thereby, are more than eclipsed by 
the brilliant success that has crowned onr 
arms after the protracted struggle before 
the fortifications ol Donelson. Passing 
over all the preliminaries of this thfee day's 
battle, which have already been furnished 
you by telegraph, with the general features 
of the engagement, I will attempt a more 
detailed narrative, based wholly upon per 
sonal observations in the midst of the con- 
test. Let me premise that a harder fought 
battle was never fought on this continent, 
nor oue in which the sacrifice of human 
life was so. great. Tbe investment and re- 
duction of a fortified camp, covering four, 
or five square miles in extent: garrisoned 
by a force of at least twenty-five thousand 
chosen men, commanded by the ablest gen- 
erals of a nation; armed and disciplined 
in all the appliances of modern warfare, is 
is no small undertaking. 
A glance at the 


encampment that surrounded the rebel fort 
below Dover, on Wednesday last, would 
have appalled the stoutest heart iu com- 
mand of a force sent to take it. 
Wilh re- 


doubts, rifle pits, and breastworks thrown 
up upon commanding bluffs hundreds of 
feet iu height, commanding all the ap- 
proaches, which were only through deep 
ravines and up steep slopes covered with 
thick abatis, the place at first view, would 
be pronounced impregnable against any 
force that could be brought to attack it. 
Yet, with less than forty thousand, Gen. 
Grant approached this formidable position, 
and on Wednesday commenced its assault 
by driving in the pickets and securing.a 
foothold within reach of the enemy's out- 
works. The afternoon of that day was oc- 
cupied mainly in reconnoiteriug and gain- 
ing information of the topography of the 
country and the position and strength of 
the enemy's works. 
On Thursday room 


ing the investment was eouuaeuced, lien. 
McClernand commanding tbe first division 
of the army, composed of Colonels McAr- 
thur's, Oglesby's, and Wallace's brigades, 
taking the right wing aud moving away to 
encompass the left of the enemy's position. 
The ground was exceedingly rugged and 
broken in this direction, and covered com- 
pletely over with a thick growth of scrub 
oak. 
Gen. Smith, commanding the second 


division, took the left, the extreme left of 
his column resting upon a ravine that was 
impassable, aud prevented tbe exit of any 
force beyond his lines, though the point 
was but directly in tbe rear of the fort itself. 
These movements led to several skirmishes 
though of no serious nature. 
They were 


covered by a gallant caunosiading by 
gunboat Caroudelet, tha^only one that had 
arrived. 
This vessel threw, during the ac- 


tion she was compelled to sustain thus sin- 
gle-handed, one hundred and thirty-eight 
rounds into the enemy's works, and was 
fianally compelled to withdraw, having re- 
ceived a shot from the enemy's 128-pound 
gun in her starboard bow, crippling her 
severely, and wounding seven men. 
She 


fell back but a short distance, however, and 
commenced repairs, which were so far com- 
pleted by the "following morning that she 
was once more ready for action. 


In the meantime the divisions of Gens. 


Smith aud McClernand, having advanced to 
desirable positions, though much exposed, 
rested for tho night. The night wits in- 
lenaely cold, and was characterized by a 
most disagreeable storm of wind aud snow. 
Yet no fires were permitted, and 110 tents 
pitched, men aud officers alike ro'iing them- 
selves up ad well as they could in their blan- 
kets, and, after refreshing themselves! with 
hard crackers aud cold water, bugged their 
arms and caught such rest as they could. 
During the night the fleet of fivo gunboats, 
the St. Louis, Tyler, Conestoga, Louisville 
and Cincinnati, arrived, convoying a fleet of 
fifteen transports, loaded with reinforce- 
ments. 
The debarkation of those forces 


occupied the entire forenoon of that day, 
aud their movement np to line in the after- 
noou. They were erected into a separate 
division under the command of Brig. Gen. 
Lewis Wallace, and were assigned lo the 
centre of the column of investment, tbe 
right wing, in order to make room for them, 
being pushed forward until its extreme 
right rested on the river bank of Dover.— 


tfg~ Alluding to the probability of war 


with tbe federal states, the London Times 
says: "The worst part of the struggle, 
however, will not be on the Atlantic coast, 
bnt ou the great upper lakes of Upper 
Canada and North America. 
We are glad, 


therefore, to be able to tell our readers that 
this danger has; been foreseen and amply 
provided against, and that within a. week 
after the breaking up of the ice in the river 
md canals a whole fleet cif gunboatr, with 
the most powerful of the screw corvettes 
gent out to Admiral Milne, will carry the 
British flag from Montreal to Detroit.'' 


To cover these movements the entire guu- 
boat fleet engaged the enemy in front, lead- 
ing to a most severe and heavy cannonading 
in which two of the boats were badly dam- 
aged and a number of casualties occurred. 
The particulars of this affair, which I did 
not witness, have already been sent you, 
and I therefore forbear repetition. 


Another night tho forces slept on their 


arms iu the face of the enemy, with^no pro- 
tection from the chilling air but.th'sir blan- 
kets, and no refreshments except what their 
canteens and haversacks furnished. 
Gen. 


Grant had determined to maintain his po- 
sition without fighting, if possible, until the 
gunboats could be repaired and put in read- 
iness to aid in the general assault; but in 
this calculation he was mistaken, as the re- 
sult proved. At the first dawn of day on 
Saturday morning, the enemy sallied out on 
their extreme left—our right—and com- 
menced a determined onslaught, with the 
evident intention of turning our right {lank 
and opening a door of escape up the river. 
The assault was mado by Floyd's brigade, 
supported by a Tennessee and Mississippi 
brigade, the whole under the immediate 
command of Gen. Pillow. Oar column of 
resistance was composed of the following 
brigades and regiments, cominsucingatthe 
right: McArthur's brigade, consisting of 
the 41st, 12th and 9th Illinois ; Oglesby's 
brigade, the 8th, 18th, 29th, 31st and 30th 
Illinois, flanked by the 2d Illinois cavalry ; 
and Col. Wallace's brigade, the llth, 20ib, 
45th and 48th Illinois, flanked by tbe 4th 
Illinois cavalry. 
Against this column the 


enemy's fire was opened with a vigor that 
was for a time alarming. 
But the men 


were soon on their feet and prepared to 
meet it, and right nobly did thay return the 
fire they received. Round after round was 
was sent back upon the rebels, whose ranks 
were constantly reinforced with fresh regi- 
ments, while our soldiers remained unre- 
lieved. 
The thick growth of scrub-oak was 


cut down like grass"by the tremendous vol- 
leys, and the ground was being rapidly 
strewn with the dead and wounded. Gen. 
McClernard was appealed to for reinforce- 
ments, but his whole division was engaged 
and he had none to send. 
He dispatched 


aid after aid to Gen. Grant's quarters ^beg- 


for reinforcements from other ilivis- 


der the regiment broke and (led in eonfu- 
lipnr The regiments io front thus doubly 
weakened, and most terribly cut up, conld 
no longer hold the ground, and were order- 
ed off. This left the forces still further to 
the right without any support, and in im-. 
minent, danger of being surrounded and 
cut to pieces. They had no other alterna- 
tive but to fall back, which they did in very 
good order, though closely pressed by the 
enemy. 
Col. Wallace alone remained on 


the field, a mere handful of men against 
overwhelming numbers. 
The folly of keep- 


ing him there was apparent, and the order 
was given him to retire, and thus the entire 
right wing was driven back, and the rebls 
heM a position upon our flank and an open 
road of escape from their works. 


During this battle, a very brilliant artil- 


lery engagement was progressing on the 
ridge in front of the extreme left of Gen. 
McClernands's position, where Taylor's, 
McAlister's and Schwartz's batteries were 
posted, together with a battery of one Par- 
rot gun planted behind a hastily thrown up 
breastwork, the labor of the previous night. 
These several batteries poured a frightful 
storm of shot and shell into the enemy's 
works on the left, finally silencing all their 
guns. 
But with the discomfiture of the 


right wing it became necessary to withdraw 
all these batteries, which was successfully 
accomplished with all but Schwartze's, 
whose horses had been killed, and who was 
therefore obliged to abandon his guns, 
which were taken by the enemy, though sub- 
sequently recaptured. 


Gen. Wallace, on learning the position 


of affairs on the right, fearing an immedi- 
ate flank movement, changed his front, 
forming a new line of battle, facing towards 
the river, and awaited the approach of the 
enemy. 
Gen. McClernand meanwhile gath- 


ered his disorganized forced, and formed 
his line anew iii tba rear of Gen. Wallace. 
It had been expected that Gen. Smith 
would take advantage of the severe fight- 
ing on the right to storm the enemy's works 
on the left, but in the absence of any or- 
ders to that effect, but on the contrary act- 
in" under general orders to maintain his 
position and act on the defensive, he could 
not avail himself of this favorable oppor- 
tunity for action, and thus was made appa- 
rent another serious consequence of tie in- 
excusable absence of Gen. Grant from the 
field. 


However at about noon the General com- 


manding arrived on the ground, and, no- 
ticing that the rebels took no advantage of 
the position they had gained, ordered a sim- 
ultaneous assault by both the right and 
left wings. The movements that followed 
were of the most brilliant nature, and will 
ever reflect the highest credit upon the fede- 
ral arms. Particularly distinguishable was 
the assault of Gen. Smith upon ihe out 
works of the enemy on the range of hills at 
their extreme left. These were only ap- 
proached through a narrow and deep valley 
and up a frightlul hill, covered with almost 
impassable abatis, in the face of a galling 
fire from the breastworks of the enemy 
above. 
The column of assault was com- 


posed of the following regiments, formed 
in the order mentioned : 2nd Iowa ; 52d In- 
diana ; 14th Iowa; 12th Iowa; 7th Illi- 
nois. They were ordered to advance with 
fixed bayonet, aud without firing. Right 
nobly diil they obey tho command. Not a 
man'flinched as the fierce storm of leaden 
bail rained upon them, strewing the way 
with the bodies of dead aud wounded. With 
great difficulty they picked their way thro' 
the fallen timber, scarcely able to ritiun 
their footing ou the wet and slippery sleep 
bat faltered not until close upon the works, 
when, for a single moment, there seemed 
to be a alight disposition to quail. Obser- 
ving this in a moment, Gen. Smith leaped 
from his horse, and, rushing to the head of 
the column, swung his sword high over his 
head, shouting to his roen to follow him.( 
Every man rallied ou the instant, and with 
a wild shout the works were gained, the 
General being the first to leap the walls, 
followed close by his brave soldiers, each 
regiment vying with its follow for tbe honor 
of being the firss to enter. 
The determi- 


nation os this charge was irresistible, and 
the enemy scattered in confusion and utter 
route, leaving ther strong bold in our pos- 
session. 
Nor was Gen. Smith satisfied 


with gaining the works ; be was determin- 
ed to hold them | and to make sure of it he 
slept that night on the ground in the Irech- 
es with his men. 


When this assault was commencpil on 


the left, Gen. Wallace, who had obtained 
the right by the discomfiture of Gen. Me-, 
demand's division, advanced with his 
force to retake the ground lost in that di- 
rection in the morning, With the gallant 
eighth Missouri and eleventh Indiana at 
the head of his column, he struck out bold- 
ly into the thicket, scarcely knowing where 
or in how great numbers he should meet 
the foe. 
Defiling away to the right, so as, 


ran, along through the interminable rows 
of tents and cabins tl»t covered the hill- 
side* on either hand, through dense masses 
of motley rebel soldiery-*-* mere rabble aa 
compared with the neatij-oaniforaied and 
well-drilled national forces,^%tbey held their 
way with a proud bearing nf|to the fort, a 
mile and a half distant, a long, bine line, 
moving with a perfect step attd in admira- 
ble order, a picture-that might well claim 
the genius of the greatest painter.

But as the sun 
rose higher and the astonished soldier* 
sprang to arms, surprised at their lomg 
sleep,'a white flag was seen floating from 
the walls of the outermost redoubt nf the 
rebel works. 
Amazed at such a token, 


Gen. Wallace sent a flag of truce within to 
inquire its meaning, and soon an uncondi- 
tional surrender of the fort, its garrison 
and all tbe public property was made, and 
our victorious column marched in with col- 
ors flying, their bands playing the national 
airs, aud the men making bluff answer to 
bluff in one wild shout of exultation and 
delight. It WAS a glorious surprise thus to 
receive a surrender at tho Tery moment 
when a charge for death or victory was to 
have been made, and the joy of the men 
knew no bounds.
